Slaughter  Houses. — We  have  four  in  the  district,  all  satisfactory. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Homes. —  We  have  several  qualified  nurses 
in  the  district,  all  doing  good  work. 

All  infectious  cases  that  I  think  should  be  isolated  are  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  where  they  are  attended  by  a  qualified  nurse,  under  the  M.O.H. 
The  District  Nurses  are  supplied  by  the  County  Nursing  Association  ;  the  Nurse 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  when  required. 

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. — Tuberculosis  cases 
are  sent,  when  possible,  to  the  Nirvana  Home  at  Parkstone  ;  and,  when  able  to 
attend,  Clinic  at  Poole. 

Maternity  Cases  are  attended  by  a  qualified  midwife,  and  those  who  have  no 
proper  acccommodation  go  to  Dorchester  Hospital. 

Fever  Cases. — When  required  go  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  We  have  no 
hospital  in  the  district  with  the  exception  of  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Venereal  Cases  go  to  Dorchester. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — We  have  a  horse  ambulance  for  infectious  cases. 

Number  of  Midwives  practicing  in  the  area,  5  or  6. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — I  am  sorry  to  report  a  certain  amount  of  pollution  in 
the  River  Piddle.  Notices  have  been  served  on  all  persons  committing  this  offence 
to  abate  the  nuisance.

Closet  Accommodation. — We  are  converting  old  privies  into  earth  buckets 
whenever  possible. 

Scavenging. — We  have  no  proper  system  of  scavenging. 

Housing. — Assistance  has  been  granted  to  22  persons  under  the  Housing  Act, 

1 923>  making  a  total  of  35  houses  erected,  19  of  which  were  completed  and  occupied 
at  the  end  of  the  year.

Isolation  Hospital. — The  Hospital  was  opened  during  the  year  for  scarlet 
fever.  We  have  8  beds  and  a  bedroom  for  Nurse. 

Bacteriological  Work. — A  certain  amount  of  work  done  by  myself  ;  other 
work  is  sent  away  to  a  Bacteriologist. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — Health  Visitor  attends  at  some  parts  of 
the  District. 

Births. —  1  he  number  of  births  during  the  year,  254,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
16.12  per  1,000  births  registered. 

Infant  Mortality. —  Eight  deaths  occurred  under  this  heading,  giving  a  rate 
of  31.6. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  started  in  December,  of  a  severe  type. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  satisfactory.
